Oil Is In B.C. Fishermen 


Expect Big _ 
Herring Catch 


VANCOUVER. — Beating through 
high-running seas and a bitter Arc- 
tic wind, more than 100° herring 
seiners are back on the bleak waters 
of the fishing grounds, 

With half the season and a 96,000- 
ton catch behind them, the rugged 
little wooden ships have another two 
months to go. Before the season 
ends March 10, they hope’to make it 
a 200,000-ton catch. . 

For the hardy crew members of 
the 80-foot, diesel-driven boats,. the 
next two months will be a succession 
of long, lonely hours and hard work. 

Nerve centre of the fleet is the ra- 
dio dispatch office here which,. three 
times a day, “beams messages from 
company headquarters? This-is the 
command post for the scattered ships 
and keeps them deployed over the 
richest areas of the fishing grounds. 

Up-to-date techniques have built 
the herring industry into a $5,000,- 
000 business and fishermen average 
$4,000 to $5,000 a year. But many 
days, they work 22 hours. 

Most of B:C.’s herring are convert- 
ed into oil used in food products, 
paint and linoleum. Some are can- 
ned. Others make high-protein fish 
meal, used for livestock feed and fer- 
tilizer.

Reserves 


Cheques to the value of $100,- 
000, were put in-the mail by the 


17. This was the first instalment 
of. an anticipated expenditure of 
$450,000 this year for the redemp- 
tion of Pool reserves which were 
issued between 1923 and 1928. 


Reserves ‘are being redeemed 
from three classifications. 1. From 
members who have reached the 
age of 70 years whether or not en- 
gaged in farming. 2. From mem- 
bers who have reached the age of 
60 years and have no further in- 
terest in farm lands in the pro- 
vince. 3. From estates of deceased 
members. 


These reserves were contributed 
by members .in the 1923-28 period, 
through deductions at 2c a bushel 
plus 1 percent from al] wheat de- 
livered to the Pool, the money be- 
ing used for working capital and 
to build the elevator system. The 
total thus collected was $8,467,- 
803. With the anticipated outlay 
of, $450,000 this year, the total 
redemption of such reserves will 
be $5,284;807. 


Over the'years the Alberta Wheat 
Pool has, in addition to the afore- 
mentioned expenditures, distribu- 
ted patronage dividends to a total 
value of $7,410. It has also repaid 
a debt to the Alberta government 
totalling $8,855,000.
